A Proclamation for priſes of wines. 


Here in the Parliament begun and holden at Weſtminſter, the eight dayof - 
June, in the. xxviti. pere of the raigne ol the moſte noble kyng ol famous 
Amemoꝛie, king Henry the eight, kather to our ſoueraigne Lady the Queenes 
Maieſtie, one acte and ſtatute was then and there made, entituled, In acte 
c | limiting the pziſes of wines. Ind where allo in the Seſſion of the Parlia⸗ 
ment boden bpon pꝛoꝛogation at neſtminſter, the.xxii. day of Januarie, 
in the. xxxiiti. pere of the raigne ol the ſayde noble kyng, one acte and ſtatute 
was then and there made, entituled, In acte to aucthoꝛiſe certayne ofthe 
— = kynges Maieſties counſel to ſet pziſes vpon wines to be ſolde by retayle: by 
the which ſayde ſeueral actes and ſtatutes, aucthoꝛitie is geuen vnto the Lozde Chauncelour of Eng- 
 lande,Lopde Creatourer of Englande, the Lozde Pzeſident ofthe kynges Wateſties moſte hondirrable pzt- 
' ule Counſel, Lozde pziute ſeate,and the two cheefe Juſtices ot either Benche,o2 fiue,foure,oz thꝛee of them, 
bythey:diſcretions,to let the pꝛiles of al kinde of wines, yerely from tyme to tyme, when they walbe ſolde 
ingroſſe,and by retafle, and therofpzoclamation to be made in the Citie, Boꝛough, and Towne, where any 
uche wines are to be ſolde: whiche ſapde oꝛder foz the retapling of wines, is further limited and appoynted 
bythe ſtatute made in the fifth peere of the raigne ol our ſayde ſoueratgne Lady the Queenes Mateſtte, en. 
tituled, Jn acte touching certayne publique conflitutions made fo2 the mayntenaunce of the nauie as by 
the ſapde ſeueral actes and ſfatutes,amonaſt other thynges moze at large it doth and map appeare, 
Ind where allo it doth appeare by a pꝛoclamation heretofoze ſet foozth a publithed bythe Queenes moſt 
excellent Maieſtie, in the eight peere ol her Maieſties raigne, that the Lozde Keeper of the great ſeale of 
-  Englande, the Lozde Treaſourer then beyng,and the Loꝛde cheefe Juſtice of Englande, by koꝛce of the ſapd 
feueral actes and ſtatutes, and fa2 the better execution of the ſame, dyd then, becauſe at that tyme wines 
wer bery ſcarle. tare limit. and appoynt the pziſes of wines to be ſold,aſwelin grolle, as by retayle, within 
thisRealme, at the pziſes within the la ne pꝛoclamation mentioned, that is to ſay, euery tunne of the belt 
Galcoigne wine, to be ſolde,after the ſubſi>ie, cuſtome and impoſte payde to the Queenes Mateltte, at the 
paceandrate ol. bii.li.vi. g. viii. 9. where befoze that, by the next fozmer pꝛoclamation, the pꝛice was taxed 
an et but only to. vi. li. vi. 8. viii.d. the Tunne, and not aboue: a euery Tunne of the beſt Frenche wine, to 
beſoldetn like manner after the ſame rate, and not aboue, and lo euery Pipe, Hogſhead. Cearte. and other 
belel ol the ſayd wines, to be ſolde accoꝛdyng to theyꝛ quantities, after the ſayde rate, and not aboue: and foz 
thelmallandthinne wines, to be ſolde vnder the ſame rates, as the buyers and ſellers thereofcoulde agree. 
Imo retapiyng ofthe taide wines, euery gallon of the ſayde Galcoigne oz Frenche wines, to be ſolde foz 
Hild. the gallon, and not aboue, as by the ſame pꝛoclamation amongſt other thynges moꝛe at large wyl 
ptare.Phiche ſayde ſeueral pꝛileg. fo2 the ſelling ol the tayde wines, ſo ſet foozth by the ſayde pꝛoclamati⸗ 
on _ inthe ſayde eight peere as afozeſayde,ought at this pꝛelent, by oꝛder of her Mateſtieslawes,to be 
doleried and kept.accozding tothe tenoꝛ ofthe ſayd pzoclamation: but yet neuertheleſſe, conſyderyng that 
| 0 pentie and encreale of the layd Galcoigne and Frenche wines, alwel by reaſon ofthe ciuile warres and 
dientionin Fraunce, as alſo by the vnſeaſonable weather in the laſt ſp:yng tyme, are at this pzeſent (as 
infomation is geuen) muche hyndered and diminiſhed, moꝛe then in other yzres paſt they haue ben: there⸗ 
hueher Matetkte is pleaſed and contented, that the pziſes of the ſayde Gaſcoigne and Frenche wines ſhalbe 
lo; thistyme ſomethyng encrealed: and therefoze the Lozde Keeper ofthe great ſeale ol Englande. the Loꝛd 
& Crealourer,the L oꝛd pꝛiuie ſeale, and the cheele Juſtice ol Englande nowe beyng. in, and foz the execution 
Othe nde ſeueral actes and ſtatutes befoze rehearſed, haue by they: deliberate aduiſes, and with her Ma⸗

to the ſayde rates, and not aboue: and foz theſmall and thinne wines. to be ſolde vnder the ſayde 

nes as the buyers andlellers thereof can agree. Ind foz the retaylyng of the ſayde Gaſcoigne and French 

- wines, theſayde Lozdes and Juſtice haue taxed, alligned, and appoynted. that the pziſcsof the ſayde wines, 

-mmryttheſayde next ventage. halbe as hereafter tolo wethethat is toſay) euery gallon of the bell. Galcoigne 
wine, lor. xtii. d. the gallon, to be ſolde, and not aboue: and euery gallon ofthe beſt Frenche wine. to be ſolde 
aloloꝛ xiii.d. the gallon, and not aboue. And foz the pziſes of the ſayde Galcoigne and Frenche wines, to be 
ſolde, aſwel in groſle as by retaple, after the ſayde next ventage, the ſayde Loꝛdeg and Juſtice by her Maie⸗ 
lies allent, haue rated. taxed, and appoynted the pꝛiſes, al wel of the ſayd beſt Gaſcoigne and French wines. 
as alſo the ſmall wines, to be lolde at ſuche rates and pues, as in and by the ſayde fozmer pꝛoclamation be⸗ 
lone mentioned and made in the ſayde eight pere, is limited. taxed, and appoynted to be ſolde, and not aboue, 
bnleſle in the meane tyme vpon any notoꝛious great occaſion, the ſayde rates and pꝛiles ſhalbe otherwyſe 
rated, tared, and ſet, by the ſayde Lozdes, and by the aucthoꝛitie of the (ſtatutes afozeſayd, And foz the re⸗ 
taplyng of ſweete wines, the ſayde Loꝛdes and Juſtice by the aucthozitte afozeſayde,haue aſſigned and ap⸗ 
poynted the pꝛiles as foloweth (that is toſay) euerygallon of the beſt Muſcadel,to be ſold at.xvi.d. the gal- 
lon and not aboue, and euery gallon of the beſt Malmeſey, to be ſolde at. ritit.d. the gallon, and not aboue, 
and euerp gallon ofthe beſt Sacke, at. xiii.d. the gallon, and not aboue, and alſo that euer pottel, quarte, 
and pinte of al the ſapd ſeucral wines, ſhalbe retapled and ſolde,after and accoꝛdyng to the ſayd ſeueral rates 
and pzples, and not aboue, ” 

CheQueenes Maieſtie our ſoueraigne Lady, therefoze ſfrayghtly chargeth and commaundeth all and 
ſinguler her ſubiectes, and others, puttyng any manner of Gaſcoigne,Frenche,oz ſweete wines toſale, 
within this her Wateſties Realme. that they, ne any of them, in any manner of wiſe,by any cratt, couin, 
u pziuate agreement, ſhal ſell any the wines abouelayde, other wyſe, oꝛ at any higher piles then is aboue 
limited, vpon payne to fozfeyte and pay ſuche penalties as are conteyned and expꝛeſſed in the ſeueral actes 
andſtatutes thereof made. Ind further her highnelle pleaſure and commaundement is, that al and ſingu- 
ler Paiozs, Sheriffes, Bayliffes, Conſtables, and other her officers and minillers. to whom it appartey- 
neth, that ther, and euery of them, with diligence cauſe and ſze that the ſayde pꝛoclamation be put in due 
eecutton after the tenoꝛ of the ſame, and alſo accoꝛdyng to another acte of Parliament, made in the. xxxvit. 
her of the raigne of her Maieſties ſaidefather nyng Henry the eight. agarnũ ſuch as wyl refule to ſel they 
wines at ple tared,as is afozeſayde,as they wyl aunt were thereto at they? perils, 
Neuen at her Pateſties Honour of Hampton courte, the, xxii. day ot December, in the. xb. pere of her 


Villtties ratgne.
